Was it Partisanship! 


The Cleveland journals, de- 
noutice the rejection of the ries 
treaty as the outcome of pure par- 
tisanship. “The action of the Re- 
publican majority was dictated by 
party consideration,” says the Phil- 
adelphia Ledger. “The Republi- 
can Senators by their vote place 
their party in the position of court- 
ing war for political effect,” says 
the Baltimore Sun. The Phila- 
delphia Record says “an honorable 
and advantageous adjustment ofa 


_ dispute that is almost as old as the 


Federal Union has been deliber- 
ately thrust aside for partisan pur- 
poses.” And the New York Times 
speaks of the “course of mean and 
reckless partisanship pursued by 
the Republican Senators.” 

The fact is, says the Salt Lake 
Tribune, that in dealing with the 
question in the spring of 1887 the 
Republican Senate followed the 
Democratic House of Represen- 
tatives, which adopted, at the sug- 
gestion of the State Department, a 
most bellicose retaliatory resolu- 
tion against Canada because of her 
hostile construction of the treaty 
of 1818. The Senate merely adopt- 
ed the resolution after toning it 
down and restricting its applica- 
tion. The President, instead of 
using the power thus given him by 
Congress to protect American 
fishermen, suffered 400 vessels to 
be seized and 2,000 more to be in- 
solently overhauled by Canadian 
officials, while he negotiated a 
treaty on the basis of British con- 
struction of the treaty of 1818, 
which our State Department, 
whether managed by Democrats or 
Republicans, has for seventy years 
contended against. This treaty 
comes before the Senate, a. direct 
slap in the face to Cohgress, and 
the Republicans simply stand 
where they did at first, maintain- 
ing the position taken eighteen 
months ago by the Democratic 
House and Secretary of State. The 
Democratic Senators, on the con- 
trary, notoriously went back on 
their own and their party’s action 
of a year and a half ago, and fought 
for the ratification of the treaty, 
obviously because a Democratic 
administration had negotiated it. 
Now, such being the facts in this 


* case, which party in the Senate dis- 


played partisanship, and which dis- 


played patriotism and proper self- 
respect? Aud the President 
scarcely allows time for the above

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SHOOTING IN VIRGINIA. 


Fred Preusch Sheots and Danger- 
eusliy Wounds John Doyle. 


To-day’s Enterprise publishes the 
following: About 6:30 o’clock last 
evening Fred Preusch shot John Doy le 
twice while standing in the doorway 
of W. T. Warren & Son’s old black- 
smith shop, on North C street near 
Mill.

Doyle immediately followed 
him out of the shop and walked fifteen 
feet north to Bellani’s store and said: 
I'm shot, I’m shot; hold me. Mr.

The principal cry of the Free Traders 
in these days is for free wool. Let us 
refresh their memories by going back 
over the past and Bee how free wool,”’ 
when the gountry enjoyed low tariff, 
tended ti Break d@wh tite woolen in- 
dustry, increase prices, lower wages 
and bring financial trouble on the 
country. 

From 1828 to 1846 there was a pro- 
tective duty both on combing and 
clothing wools and on woolen goods. 
In the earlier part of this period, al- 
though both sheep and woolen manu- 
facturers increased, the figures we 
have are not sufficient to enable us to 
give perfectly reliable statistical refer- 
ences. From 1836 to 1846, however, 
the consumption of wool by our own 
factories rose from 45,020,578 pounds 
to 71,176,355 pounds. In 1846 the 
duty on wool was reduced, and in 1847 
it was made so low that for four — 
we had practically free wool. From 
1849 to 1859 the consumption of wool 
by our mills fell to 65,749,635 pounds. 


There is no better gauge of a manufac- 
ture than the amount of raw material

worked up, and here we see that in 
ten years, during which our population 
grew from 23,191,876 to 31,443,321, 
the consumption of our woolen facto- 
ries fell off eight per cent. The former, 
from producing 35,802,114 pounds in 
1839, advanced to 52,516,959 in 1848, 
but the next decade, with the compe- 
tition of free wool, his production ad- 
vanced only to 60,264,913 in 1859. In 
1867 a duty was placed on wool, and 
in 1886, the farmers’ share in this trade 
had risen from n production of 168, 
000,000 pounds to 285,000,000 pounds, 
and the consumption of the American 
manufacturer from 190,101,910 pounds 
to 395,051,798 pounds. In 1839 we 
imported $20,782,094 of foreign man- 
ufactures, or, since this was a year of 
large imports, take 1838, with imports 
of $12,864,904 ; in 1846, the last of high 
duties, these imports had only grown 
to $12,428,624; by 1860, the last of low 
duties, our purchases of foreign woolen 
guods had risen to $42,832,641, which 
was why the home mill had lost its 
appetite for raw wool; and then from 
importa of $46,388,834 in 1867, when 
duties were raised, our imports have 
fallen to $44,902,715. 

Can any man doubt that free wool 
will bring, as it has before, first, less 
wool grown at home, secondly, less 
wool manufactured, thirdly, more 
woolen goods imported, and fourthly, 

an inevitable sequence, less work

For when the foreign 
oods come in and our competition is 
eaten down then the foreign dealer 
will put up his prices as be pleases.
